Sunday last a 
fourteen-year-old daughter of John Flan- 
nigan, near Boston, in that county, was 
carried away and cruelly and foully as- 
saulted and outraged at 10 o'clock Sun- 
day morning, 


Olay and Jesse Davis, brothers, of 
bad repute, visited the Flannigan resi- 
dence and finding the family away from 
home save |the daughter and her two 
brothers, they told the Flannigan boys 
that some stray stock was breaking into 
the farm a mile away from the house. 
The boys started over to see about the 
stock, 
No sooner had they started than 
the Davis boys 
carried 
the young 
daughter of Flannigan to a neighboring 
wood and then outrages too foul for dis- 
cription were enacted. 
After this most 
fiendish assault she wsts beaten with a 
stick of wood and left for dead. 


When her two brothers 
returned 
search was made for the missing sister. 
An all night hunt failed to discover her 
but on Monday morning some neighbors 
found the girl almost dead and tied to a 
tree in the woods. 
She stated that after 
the assault upon her that the two men 
pointed pistols at her and threatened to 
shoot her if she made any outcry during 
the night. 
The two Davis boys were 
found in the woods near the suffering 
girl on Monday morning. 


One account says they were taken to a 
sapling near by and lynched after they 
had confessed the deed. 
Another states 
that Walter Davis escaped, but that 
just after dark his brother Oharles was 
found concealed under a house and was 
dragged out by an infuriated mob.

was terrified and quaking with fear. He 
was securely strapped to a horse and

and given two minutes in which to pray. 
H e availed himself of the time allowed 
and at the expiration of it a stout sap- 
ling was bent down, a stout rope was 
tied to the top with the other end about 
Davis' neck. 
Six men held down the 
tree and when it was released it flew 
back into position and 
Davis 
was 
jerked twenty feet 
into

The force threw him over the top of the 
tree, and as the rope brought him up 
short on the other side his neck was 
broken. 
The body was riddled with 
bullets by the crowd and was allowed to 
hang there until yesterday morning, 
when it was cut down by his father and 
given a burial.

President Garfield in Congress. 


When I went into Congress the war 
teas still raging. 
I wanted to go back 
tnto the army. 
After Rosecrans' re- 
moTal, Thomas, who was a dear friend 
of mine, was exceedingly anxious to 
dave me come back, and tendered me 
hi a private letter the command of an 
army corps if I would go. 
He had be- 
come the head of the whole army, yov 
know. I very much wanted to go back, 
but Mr. Lincoln made a personal point 
of my taking my seat in the House of 
Representatives.] In the first place, he 
said that the Republican majority in 
Congress was very small, and there was 
great doubt whether we coxdd certainly 
carry the necessary measures; and in 
the next place, he was greatly 
lacking 
m 
men 
of 
military experience in the 
House to regulate the legislation about 
the army. 
S o I went in, and was 
im- 
mediately put upon the military com- 
mittee. 


In time of peace ways and means and 
appropriations are the most important 
of the committees, and the military is 
rather a decoration than an influential 
committee. 
But in the war the military 
committee was way up above any others 
m importance, and my position on it, as 
practically acquainted with the wants 
of the army, called me into immediate 
requisition, giving me a prominence in 
tbe House in the befifinning that I could 
not possibly have had in any other way 
The first speech T made was on the 26 
of January, 1864, on a bill for the con 
fiscation of rebel property. 
There are 
portions of that which you will probably 
think it best to print, enough at least, 
to show the swing of my mind and the 
character of my speaking.

was

j^onngGst member in either branch of 
Congress at that time, as I had 
been 
the 
youngest 
member 
of 
the 
Ohio 
Legislature, and tbe youngest Brigadier 
Greneral in the army.—North Ameri- 
nan.

HAICBUBO, J u n e 1.—A great fire broke 
out at 9 o'clock last night in the strand.

days ? Didn't you know we wouldn't 
have peace ? To which Seward replied: 
"Yes, but it wouldn't do to say it, be- 
cause of the fear of foreign interven- 
tion.

••placed by Modem Traafa—Working tiM 
«Motber" Theme Too Freely. 
In the mass of trash that has been 
adopted by the singing pablio, what 
has become of the good old songs of a 
decade, a score of years, or even a gen- 
eration ago? " I cannot sing the old 
songs," affirms one of C^^ribel's plain- 
tive ballads, but with the singers of the 
present it would seem to be less "can- 
not" than "will not" that keeps the 
old songs" in the background "un- 
mourned, 
unhonored, and unsung,** 
save by those who cannot reconcile 
their musical consciences to the crimes 
against poetry and harmony committed 
by the writers of the imbecile lucubra- 
tions now in active demand. 
"The 
sweetest melodies," says Wordsworth, 
"are those by distance made more 
sweet"; and the distance seems to ap- 
ply more to the space of time through 
wMch the music is heard in memory 
than to material 
space. 
What is 
sweeter than the memories called up 
by one of the old songs of our youth? 
The melody.may be heard after inter- 
vals of years, and at a place thousands 
of miles from the home where it was 
made dear and familiar, but its notes 
have power to bridge over time and 
distance, and old scenes and associations 
come before us as in a picture on 
memorjr's wall. It may be a lullaby, 
and then we hear a mother's tender 
voice lulling us to rest or crooning 
softly to some younger brother or 
sister. It may be a love song, and the 
associations are almost as dear and 
have about them the glamor of ro- 
mance. 


Song-writing was never so profitable 
a s a t the p r e s e n t time, 
a n d yet t h e 
large profits are all made by the au- 
t h o r s of insipid 
a n d 
s t u p i d 
rubbish. 
T h e art of m u s i c w a s never the object 
of so many admirers as now, yet the 
taste of the masses inclines to favor 
the trash turned out by ignorant tyros 
rather than the many good old songs or 
the few good new ones. 


The theme of maternal affection— 
the purest and tenderest of sentiments 
—is harped upon by modern song- 
writers, until it is almost turned into 
ridicule. Those "mother" songs should 
be tabooed. 
They flood the market. 
Go into a music store and you will find 
dozens of them strewn upon the counter. 
Stroll along a residence street in the 
evening and the breeze will bear them 
to your ear from the mansions of the 
unblest, where young women sing of 
their love for their maternal parents 
while the latter are skirmishing around 
doing the housework, or mending the 
raiment 
of the family 
musician. 
The melodies of these 
songs are 
plagiarisms and the words are too ab- 
surd to be anything 
but original. 
"Mother" has been slandered lyrically 
and she should be allowed a respite. 
Everything about her has been sung 
about from her eyes to her shoes. 
Any one guilty of writing or singing a 
song of this kind should be considered 
a conspirator against the public weal. 
If people want to apostrophize the ma- 
terfamilias let them sing one of the old- 
time favorites. 
Where will you find a 
a sweeter ballad on this subject than 
"Eock Me to Sleep," which was written 
by Elizabeth Akers Allen ? 
Backward, turn backward, O Time, in your flight, 
Make me a child again, just for to-night! 
Mother, come back from tbe echoless shore, 
Take me again to your heart as of yore : 
Kias from my forehead the furrows of care. 
Smooth the few silver threads out of my hair; 
Over my slumbers your loving watch k e e p - 
Rock me to Bleep, mother, rock me to sleej). 
Backward, flow backward, O tide of the years 1 
I am so weary of toil and of tears— 
Toil without recompenso, tears all in vain— 
TaJie them, and give me my childhood again J 
I have grown weaxy of dust and decay— 
Weary oí flin^ng my Boul-wealth away ; 
Weary of sowing for others to reap— 
Bock me to sleep, mother, rock me to sleep. 


Who has not felt the regret and the 
longing expressed in that song! 
It is 
genuinely poetic and yet simple enough 
to have sung its way down to the hearts 
of a generation. 
How does "Stick to 
Your Mother, 
Tom," com]mre 
with 
this ? If we are to have "mother" songs, 
let there be a renaissance of "Rock Me 
to Sleep." 
John Howard 
Payne's 
"Home, Sweet Home," is one of the 
songs that is old and yet ever new. It 
was originally written for an opera, 
which was produced at Drury 
Lano. 
The piece failed, but the song suc- 
ceeded. 
One hundred thousand copies 
were sold in a year and the publishers 
made a fortune. 
Payne never received 
any royalties worth mentioning, but as 
he has a very nice monument in Oak 
Hill cemetery he probably feels quite 
content. 


Moore's songs seems to have been 
driven out by the driveling ditties of 
minstrel mokes and variety fakirs. No 
one, however, will question the superi- 
ority of "The Last Rose of Summer 
or "The Meeting of the Waters" 
over 
"The Land 
Where the Shamrock 
Orrows," and other latter-day lyrics of 
Erin. 
Some of the ballads sung 
on the 
stage lamenting the oppression of the 
green isle are the acme of the ridiculous. 
Patriotic Celts can do no better than 
cling to Tom Moore when they are 
desirous of vacally demonstrating their 
love for the sod. 
Let us. have less of 
"The Wearing of the Green" and more 
of— 


The harp that once through Tara's halls 
The soul of music shed. 


Now hangs as mute on Tara'a walls 
As if that soul were fled. 


Bo flleeps the pride of former days, 
So glory's thrill Is o'er, 


And hearts that once beat high for praise 
Now feel that pulae no more.

IT is a curious fact that the physic^ 
condition of steel is unsettled for many 
hours after being rolled. 
Finally it 
comes to a state of rest, but any test of 
its quality before that period arrives is 
misleading. 


M. LOSTAT, a French contractov, pre- 
serves wood of all kinds by piling the 
wood in a trench or trough, covering it 
with quick-lime and sprinkling 
with 
water. 
The lime-water not only pre- 
serves the wood from decay, but makes 
it harder and stronger. 


THE difficulty of sighting rifles in the 
dark has been ingeniously overcome by 
the use of luminous paint. 
The War 
Office authorities have had some of 
these sights under trial for the past 
six months, and have now given their 
first order for a number. 


THE common practice of throwing 
four or five shovelfuls of coal in fire- 
box at one time should not be followed. 
It is a waste of coal, as less amount, 
and more often, well distributed over 
grates, will give far better results, more 
steam and a saving of coaL 


AN improvement in the manufacture 
of spirit levels consists in placing the 
glass tube containing the body of spirit 
in a heavier glass tube, with a rubber 
or elastic bearing interposed between 
the holder and tube, thus maintaining 
them from contact with one another. 


THE friction of axles does not all de- 
pend upon their velocity ; thus, a rail- 
road car traveling at the rate of twenty 
miles an hour will not have been re- 
tarded by friction more than another 
which travels only ten miles in thai 
time. It appears that the amount of 
friction is as the pressure directly, 
without regard to surface, time or ve 
locity. 


IT is difficult to distinguish between 
iron and steel tools. 
They have the 
same polish and workmanship ; use will 
commonly show the difference. To 
make the distinction quickly, place the 
tool upon a stone and drop upon it 
some diluted nitric acid (four parts 
water and one part acid). 
If the tool 
remains clean, it is iron ; if of steel it 
will show a black spot where touched 
with the acid. 
These spots can be 
easily rubbed off. 


THE wooden parts of tools, such as 
the stock of planes and handles oi 
chisels, are often made to have a nice 
appearance by French polishing; but 
this adds nothing to their durability. A 
much better plan is to let them soak in 
linseed oil for a week, and rub with 
new cloth for a few minutes every day 
for a week or two. 
This produces 
beautiful surface, and at the same time 
exerts a solidifying and preservative 
action on the wood. 


A 
NEWLY-CONTRIVED, turbine water 
wheel has a water-supply chamber and 
a bearing or step, the latter having a 
convex 
bearing surface. 
The water- 
wheel shaft has a concave lower end, 
and is provided with a water channel 
leading from a point in the water-sup- 
ply chamber through the concave lower 
end of the shaft, and is supplied with a 
second outlet opening a short distance 
above the lo-wer end. A strainer covers 
the inlet opening, and a brush is adopted 
to free its meshes. 


A SUGGESTIVE instance of the b a d ef- 
fects of cement on iron occurred in Chi 
cago. 
A large water-pipe on the fourth 
floor of the Government building 
that city burst, flooding the floor and 
badly damaging the ceiling immediately 
below. 
It is supposed that this was 
caused by the cement 
hardening, 
together with the jars caused by the 
workmen while repairing other parts ol 
the structure- 
In relaying the tiles on 
the floor, it was found necessary to re 
place much of the iron gas pipe with 
galvanized iron pipe, as the iron pipe 
had almost rusted away, while the gal- 
vanized pipe that was put in some nine 
years ago is almost as good as it was 
then, showinjg to decided advantage the 
lasting qualities of galvanized iron as 
compared with iron pipe when imbed 
ded in cement. As the latter, there 
fore, is so injurious, it is recommended 
that the pipe be either incased in boxei 
or laid in isrravel.

To the city treasurer the sum of twenty-flve 
hundred dollars per annum and fees and 6 
per cent, on all taxes collected, than 
those 
due for the current year 


T o t h e c l t y assessor the sum of eight hun- 
dred dollars per annum. 


To each and every deputy assessor the sum 
of two dollars per dav of eight hours for the 
time he may be necessarily and actually em- 
ployed. 


To the street commissioner the sum of 
twelve hundred dollars per annum. 


To the civil engineer the sum of fourteen 
hundred dollars per annum. 


To the city marshal the sum of eleven hun- 
dred dollars per annum. 


To the city attorney the sum of fifteen hun- 
dred dollars per annum. 


To the chief engineer of the fire department 
the sum of twelve hundred aollars per an- 
num. 


To the trustees of the water works, the sum 
of one hundred and fifty dollars per annum 
eaoh for all services performed by them a« 
such trustees of »he water works.

To the poundniaster the sum of one dollar 
for each day of service and fees of twenty- 
flve cents for each animal Impounded and fine 
collected. 


To each member of the common council the 
sum of two dollars for each atteVidance upon 
a meeting of the council and two dollars and 
seventy-flve cents per day f o r committee 
duties, when actually engaged, provided that 
no member of the common council shall re- 
ceive for one year for his services a greater 
sum than one hundred and fifty dollars. 


See. 2. All salaries—annually, monthly and 
per diem—shall be paid in city orders a t par. 


Sec. 3. This ordimance shall be in force from 
and after its passage. 


Sec. 4. That all ordinances In conflict with 
the provisions of this ordinance be and the 
same are hereby repealed.

power. If a ton of Pittsburg coal is 
counted worth $1.20, 1,000 feet of Pitta- 
burg gas is worth, for its heating units, 
3 1-4 cents. One ton of coal is equal to 
36,764 cubic feet of gas 
This is an ab- 
solute estimate and has no reference to 
cost of piping or distributing. It is im- 
portant to bear in mind, also, that the 
available heating power of gas that can 
be utilized exceeds that of coal some 25 
per cent., showing that proportion lees 
waste in gas than coal. 


Miss Sarah J. Gunter. who drowned 
her illegitimate babe in the river a few 
days ago and is now in jail for the crime, 
was attended in her accouchment at the 
poor houise, by Dr Budd Von Swerin- 
gen, who says that he doubts whether 
she was entirely morally responsible for 
the act, inasmuch as there is a history 
of epilepsy in the case, and that we have 
recogpiized a form of insanity known to 
alienists as "epileptoid insanity." Dr. 
Sweoringen says, however, that the case 
and the crime involves a very difficult 
question in medical jurisprudence, and 
that before the girl is punished the 
question of the relation of epilepsy to 
mental alienation or unsoundness should 
be thoroughly discussed in all its bear- 
ings and wisely acted upon.

IT is well known that by the ordinary 
method of heating and hammering only 
soft ii'on, steel, and a few other metals 
have been welded, but by the use of 
electricity not only have cast iron, 
brass, gun-metal, bronze, German sil- 
ver, zinc, tin, lead, and many other 
metals been welded like to like, but it 
has been found in many 
cases very 
easy to unite unlike metals. 
Small 
pieces, too, which were formerly difil- 
cult to weld on account of rapid cool- 
ing, are easily dealt with by the new 
process.—Blacksmith and Wlieelright 


IN climates having a difference of 70 
degrees in temperature between hot 
and cold seasons, a railroad track of 
400 miles is 
yards longer in summer 
than in winter. 
Of course, the length 
of the road remains the same, but ex- 
pansion forces the lengths of metal 
close* together, making an aggregate 
closing up of space between the rails of 
nearly a yard in each mile. 
For this 
reason, it is impracticable to lay rails 
of more than thirty feet in lengtii, un- 
less some means shall be devised to 
produce a lapping or splicing rail to 
make good the shrinking. 


IT is now possible to construct a com- 
plete sewing-machine in one minute, oi 
sixty in one hour ; a reaper every fifteen 
minutes, or less; 300 watches a day, 
complete in all their appointments. 
More important than this, even, is the 
fact that it is possible to construct a 
locomotive in a day, Frojn the plans 
of the draughtsman to the execution of 
them by the workmen, every wheel, 
lever, valve, and rod may be constructed 
from the metal to the engine intact. 
Every rivet may be driven in the boUer, 
every tube in the tube sheets, and, 
from the smokestack to the ashpan, a 
locomotive may be turned out in 
working day, completely 
equipped, 
ready to do the work of 100 horses.
